NIGHT. 



ThQ meeting that took pliico at tho 
TlioQtre on Saturday ni};ht forms tlio chief, 
topic of tha day.

Tho cnuso is weak 
that rosorta to Buoh moans to suBtaiu it, 
and wo are not surprised to learn that the 
Govornment, ioDikB ,» at* lieing hourly 
strongly xaomitod by members of tho Op* 
position party who aro disgusted at tho 
attorapt to stiflo Froo Speech. Although 
the attempt was in a nioasuro suocossful 
W9 ■w«ro glad to observe that it ■was not 
participated in by any of the respectable 
portion of the Opposition. Tbo disorder 
'woupUatBisdland cnn^ed . by half-a-dozen 
nonenities who -would be a discredit to 
any party, and promiuont nmougst them 
•was, wo rogrot to atato, a member of tho 
proaa, the reporter for tho Standard news- 
papor; Ho was courteously nlTorded fao- 
ilities for loporting tho proceedings, but 
from the moment Mr. Elliott oommenoed 
to. speak his conduct was of the moat ip- 
propor character, in keeping only with 
tho garbled report that appeared yester- 
day in tho journal ho roprosonted. The 
undisguised plan to provout Dr. Ilolnio- 
ken from being hoard has seriously dam- 
aged tbo party with whom it origiualod. 
Tho doctor is a geutloman who is justly 
esteemed by all good oitizQSs and has 
hitherto commanded the respect of nil 
olasaes, sooially and politically. His 
opinion has boon invited on all matters of 
Tital interest to tbo Provinco, and by both 
\iides his views have boen not only olicit- 
fodbat regarded as tho experience of one 
-Torsed in politics and having tho welfare 
tdf the ccantry at heart. Since the Pro-

TiTB Long SiTrrxa of tub Ottawa 
HocsE. — On tho 1-lth April the House of 
Commons at Ottawa rose after a sitting of 
36 hours, during which scones of great 
disorder occurred. The matter undor dis- 
cussion had reference to the dismiasal of 
tha Qnebeo Ministry. Members of both 
sides spoke against time, and their speech- 
es and readings wore enlivened with sing- 
ing and shouting from mombers on tho 
floor. During the afternoon of tho last 
day's proceodiugs Lady Dnfforiu appeared 
in the galleries. The Globe report thus 
desoriboa onu of tho ' 'Hconus" thatooptirr* 
ed during her ladyship's stay: 

Mr. Plnmb resuMsd tho floor. Instead 
of speaking ho read from a book, while an 
incessant noise of slamming of dosks, 
croaking of chairs, ■whistling, and shout- 
ing was kopt up. The diversion was viv- 
riod by several French members singing 
inohoms and. in stentorian tones "La 
MarseiUdise," followed by applause and 
orioa of "Enooro." Other French songs 
woro sung, alternated by itanzas of "Auld 
Lang Syne" on tho part of some of the 
English speaking members, Mr, Plumb 
stopped reading at 7.20 and sat down. 

The Speaker repeatedly called order, 
but no attention was paid to the appeals. 
At half-past three "AnIdLang Syne" was 
being rendered in good style, when Mr. 
Plumb rose to a point of order, and sug- 
gested that singing was contrary to tho 
rules of tho House. 
Mr. Haggart complained of tho noisos. 
The Speaker said whon a member rose 
to complain of disorderly noises, ho did 
not rise to a point of order. He regretted 
that the noisos wero mndo, but ho had no 
moans of repressing them, othor than ap- 
poaling to tho good Bonso of the hon. 
gontlomcn. (Cheers.) Tho vocal musio 
was kept up notwithstanding this reproof, 
tho voico of tho Speaker being lost amid 
tho mingled strains of "Aqld Lang Syne," 
""We are jolly good fellows," and the 
"MarBoillaise." 

At this point Lady Dufferin, who had 
for a couple of hours occupied a scat on 
tho floor of the House, roue to leavn.whon 
tho most extraordinary scono ol tho de- 
bate occurred. As if at a given signal, all 
the mombers simnltaneoiisly stood np and 
joined in singing with mott ludicrous 
solemnity "God Save tho Qneon," which 
was started by some one on tho Jlini.'jter- 
ial side of the Houso. Tho people with 
whom tho galleries woro crowded also 
rose and remained standing till two stan- 
Eus woro sung.

Tnn Mybtle Navy Tobacco having 
beoomo a groat favorite in this Province, 
the following description of the process 
of its manufacture may interest our read- 
ers. Mr. J. H. Todd of this city is sole 
Bgont for the sale of this tobacco in Brit- 
ish Columbia: 

Through the medium of advertising 
Messrs. Taokett & Billings aro— as is their 
practice — again calling the attention of 
the public to their Myrtle Navy brand of 
smoking tobacco. The success which has 
attended the manufacture of this tobacco 
may well bfl considered as one of tho mar- 
vels of Canadian manufacturing industry. 
Two chief reasons have contributed to 
this success; first the "Myrtle Navy" hus 
boon kept up to a uniform oxoellonce of 
quality, and second it has boon made os- 
tonsivoly known to consumers of the "fra- 
grant weed," The expense of advertising 
would have been lost money to the firm 
if tho quality of the brand had not corres- 
ponded with the claims which they made 
on its behalf, and the quality alone would 
have brought it but slowly though surely 
into public favor. Tho two agencies com- 
bined hnvo made it tho favorite smoking 
tobacco of Canada, and it cnn bo found in 
every grocery storo from tlio Pncitto to 
tho Atlantic. Scores of imitations of it 
have been attemptod; but none of them 
have had more than a fitful existence. 
Perhaps it will interest the users of it to 
know the reason why. 

Tho manufacture of the Myrtle Navy 
really commenoos in tho tobucco regions 
in which the loaf is grown. From the 
transplantation of the crop until its ri- 
pening it is carefully watched by exporta 
on behalf of the firm, and in tho interest 
of the Myrtle Navy brand. Several times 
a yor.r ono or tho othor of tho proprietors 
t:ik'':i ?, trij) to tho South for tlio purpose 
of poruoual inspection and tho verification 
of the reports of agents. Tho Boction 
within which tho Myrtle Navy loaf is 
grown is comparatively a limited ono, but 
oven within that region careful selection 
has to bo made. Nest to the quality of 
ttio raw loaf, the matter of the first im- 
portance is the metltod of its treatment 
after it comos to mntnrity. Tho habits of 
every planter iu this rospoot within tho 
section already mentioned aro carefully 
noted, and only those who adopt tho best 
methods are dealt with by tho firm. 
Many people suppose thot the mannfao- 
turo of tobacco consists in stripping the 
stems from tho leaf and crushing the re- 
mainder into plugs. Tho foot is that it is 
a very intricate process, and if a single 
mistake is made in any of its links the 
final result cannot bo a satisfactory ono. 
The planters bring the leaf to market in 
September in a partially dried condition, 
and from the time it is purchased by 
Messrs. Tnckett & Billings until it is 
shipped from thoir factory in its comple- 
ted shape it never passes out of their su- 
periutoudiug caro. Thoj' own four large 
storehouses in Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, and in theso the tobacco loaf, after 
buing purchased, is stored; not packed 
away, however, but hung in bunohoa up- 
on racks. To bring out the true quality 
of the leaf great care and skill oro re- 
quired at this stage. Against a damx> 
wind tho windows of the building must 
be carefully closed, and to a dry wind as 
carofnlly opened. By about tho begin- 
ning of Juno, if everything has gone fa- 
vorably, tho leaf has reached that condi- 
tion iu which it may bo safely packed in 
hcapj of from aeventy flve to eighty 
thousand pounds each. If, when 
this part of tho process is reach- 
ed, tho leaf is either too dry or too moist 
it is spoiled as raw material for the Myr- 
tle Navy. This, however, rarely happens, 
because tho leaf ia watched by skillod as- 
sistants from beginning to ond of the pro- 
cess. A few weeks after the leaf has been 
bulked tho heaps already desoribod are 
said to bo "cured," and are ready for 
packing and shipment. 

Wo have before now dosoribed tho caro 
with which tho tobacco is treated in tho 
process of manufactare in tho factory in 
Hamilton, and the description heed not 
be repeated here. 

A significant faot connected with this 
celebrated brand can be found in the last 
volume of tho Tables of Trade and Navi 
gation. It will bo found there that the 
tobaooo leaf imported into the Province of 
Quebec passes through the customs at au 
average price of seven cents per pound, 
while the average price of tho import into 
Ontario — Messrs. 'Tuckctt & Billings re- 
ceiving tho greater part of it— passes 
through at an average coat of fifteen cents 
per pound. Those official figtiras.reteailthis 
story of the cheaper brands of ' tobacco 
which aim to supplant tho Myrtle Navy. 
Another significant fact, attested upon of- 
ficial authority, is that in the Province of 
Quoboo the forai^'n ppattor used in the 
maoufacture of tobacco averages 18 per 
cont. of tho total weight, while in Onta- 
rio it reaches only four per cent. These 
facts will servo to show why it is that 
this enterprising firm have achieved such 
a prodigious success in tho manufacture 
of their favorite brand. — Toronto Mail,

Foli^oal Meeting at Comosc. 

Oostox, April 25. 

Editob Colonist:— As a canoe starts in 
a few minutes for Nanaimo I have only 
time to pay that Mr. Carwithin had a largo 
meeting last night at tho fichool house. 
Tho courteous .Doctor Ash was there. Mr, 
Carwithin opened the meeting by stating 
that he had been requested by a number 
of friends to stand for the representation 
of the district; but before oonaenting to 
do so would hoar Mr. Ash give an account 
of himsslf. If the account ho gave was 
such as to'Satisfy him as one of his con- 
stituents ho would not contest tho seat. 

Dr. Ash ascended the platform and 
made a very disingenuous speech, con- 
sisting chiefly in praise of himself and 
the Walkem party and in abuse of the 
Elliott Government and their slavish sup- 
porters. He tliought it a most painful 
thing to be turned out of oflice, and 
claimed that ths Walkemitos were iustifleJ 
in borrowing money from Canada. On 
tho whole his remarks on railway, dry 
dock, &o.,. were disjointed and aoaroolj 
intelligible. Ho claimed that Mr. Elliott 
should have givon up tho Government 
immediately after tho vote on tho Lunatic 
Asylum, intimating that ho only wanted 
thoir ftssistauco to obtain tho sweets of 
office. 

Ou tho doctor taking his seat Mr. Gor- 
don af Nanaimo, who was present, was 
loudly called on to address the mooting. 
Dr. Aah protested; but Mr. Gordon step- 
cd up and said that as some friends Boom- 
ed to desiro that ho should mnke a few 
remarks he would do go if a majority of 
the mooting dosiroJ it and ho ankod tho 
cnairman to take a show of hands as to 
whether he should or not. He was then 
invited by a show of hands to address the 
meeting amid loud aptilauso, only tho 
doctor aiul unotlior ckictor iint voting, 
air. O. then atatoJ th.it tho IDlliott Uov- 
ornmont had boon attacked aud lia felt it 
a duty and pleasure to defend them on nil 
occasions. He then reviewed the Walkem 
polidy (so oallod); their mission to Eng- 
land, their dry dock, their cement specu- 
lation, ic, thoir violations of tho terms 
of union, their retreuchmont, their 
fourth portfolio, their ,^000 commissiou 
cliaigo, and ol'iiined that they had om- 
barras-sod railway construction; that they 
had ruined tho province financially; that 
Dr. Ash bad lowered the Province and 
brought a blush of shame to tho ohoek of 
every British Columbian by his charity 
"bob" to Mr. Mackenzie for a paltry S150,- 
000; that thoir momber had drawn from 
tho treasury since they first elected him 
no leas than S14,000,and his whole cry was 
office. He also reviewed their course on 
the Constitntion Bill, their obstruction 
being more for office than from any real 
opposition, seeing that Kootonay was to 
remain as at present; oomi)ared Kootonay 
with Coniox; Bhowod plainly that oflice! 
olHce! and offioo only would watisfy tho 
Walkemitos. Ho then reviewed a uum- 
ber of Mr. Ash's votes aiTocting tho farm- 
ers' interests and indicating the so called 
retrenchment of thoWolkem party; show- 
ed the doctor up on the Lunatic Asylum; 
how he had voted thoinlary for a medical 
suporintondont last year; how ho had 
recommended Dr. Jones for the poaition, 
and declared that there was not ono man 
in Oomox except Dr. Ash mean enough 
to be a party to such a transaction, 
as afterwards turning Dr. Jones out; and 
said that the Opposition were welcome to 
all such victories. He took a peep at 
Doep Bay, winding np with an expression 
of satisfaction at the prospect of Oomox 
being represented properly in Parliament 
and trusted that they wonJd take one who 
winters and snmrners amidst the samo 
diflioulties with which they wore sur- 
rounded; ono who would know and un- 
derstand their wants. 

Mr. Gordon took his soat amidst a burnt 
of applauHO never boforo hoard at a public 
mooting iu tlio district. Doctor Ash did 
not attempt to deny tho statements of Mr. 
G. except in tho case of Deep Bay, and 
that was in a quivering, humiliated tone. 
Ho is politically gone; has played his 
ignoble part in the history' of 13. 0., and 
a hotter and moro liberal man — a farmer- 
will succeed him. 

Mr. Carwithin followed Mr. Gordon and 
said that as tho dootor had not attempted 
to answer tho eharges made by Mr. Gor- 
don ho should now feel obliged to come 
isqnaroly out as an independent candidate. 
"Me.-isures, not mon," was his motto, and 
the farmers' iutorestcould not bo properly 
represented by any ono ignorant of thoir 
wants. He also referred to the railway, 
the proposed Constitution Amendment 
.Bill,,^ and. other matters in a way that 
proved oonclnsively that his deductions 
aro good and reasonings logical. 

Judging fron; tho few members of tho 
Assembly with whom I have come in 
contact I consider that ho will bo lecond 
to none. As time and space forbid further 
remarks I con only say that Mr. Carwithin 
on taking his seat was applauded with 'a 
heartiness and good-will that makos ono 
feel proud to bo a Comox farmer. 

Mr. Clifi" also addreaged the meeting 
making some very sensible remarks in- 
dicating very clearly that thero are plenty 
amongst us equally as capable as Dr. Ash 
to represent the district. 

Tho ir eeting was ably presided over by 
Mr. Crowford, who maintained perfect 
order, and a spirit of fairness and good 
will prevailed generally^

EXJKOPE. 
London, April 27. — Thero ia no matorisl 
change in the war situation this week. Tho 
gamo of diplomatic obess still proceeds 
without definite result. Meantime, Rus- 
sia holds to all her territorial gains though 
ready to yield much when it will insure 
peace. England continues to occupy her 
position of diplomatic isolatiou. Her 
hopes to secure Austrian alliance have 
failed, os everybody now admits, and as 
your correspondent prediot<id. Austria 
can't afford tho responsibility of war and 
has nothing to gain by it which she can- 
not obtain by uon-intorvontion between 
England and Russia until hostile blows 
are exchanged when she can extort from 
tho Czar her own terms; but all the powers 
aro becoming tirod of tho suspense and 
distrust which is nearly as dsmaging as 
war itself. They holiovo England is tem- 
poriy.ing and Hhullling in tbs hopotowear 
out the Russian loan recently made iu 
Berlin. The popular impulse for war has 
somowhat abated here and tho tone of tho 
press is less belligerent. There is a grow- 
ing feeling that tho British ministry is too 
purely tcohnioal in its objections to 
Russia's proposals on the continent. This 
Bontiraoutamounts toaaonso of rosontment 
and England is losing her moral power 
accordingly. If sho poraista iu war now 
sho will bo as compltitoly without sym 
pathy as allios, while it; is difficult to floo 
how she can honorably retire from hor in- 
judioiouBCommittalsto war. Calm thinkers 
still believe nho will Gad her road to peace 
through Bismarck's aid. Tho only seri- 
ous counter view is baaed on tho British 
theory that hor issue with Russia can only 
be postponed at best and that she had 
better fight now while Russia la oompara- 
tivoly crippled and exhausted. 

London, April 27. — Referring to the 
Italian proposition that England shall 
Btato her views, tho Times says it would 
bo fulilo and iucousistont with our posi- 
tion to propose any schomc until the main 
principle of Baropeani control has been 
coneedtd, withont which no scheme could 
acquire validity or sanction. - 

A St. Petersburg correspondent writes. 
I observe the foreign ijress devote much 
attention to tho street disorders which 
recently occurred in St, Petersburg and 
Moscow. Some organs seem to regard 
them as' symptoms of a dangerons reToln- 
tionary movement. In reality they have 
no such significance. 

London, Aiiril 27.— Tho Jiconomist says 
tho opinion that ponco will bo maintained 
is still widely entertained. Russian ex 
chango has depreciatod about four per 
cont. the last wook. Largo quantities of 
Russian paper money fresh from the press 
are boing constantly" sold on Berlin ox- 
chiingo below St. Petersburg quotations.

That answer consists of what 
is called the principle of equiva- 
lents or compensation to the pow- 
ers for RuBsiu's acquisition and 
that tho lat^or is one which Rasaia desires 
while Great Britain sooms resolved, to 
insist upon tho former. 

Berlin, April 27.— Tho Jfoi'tJi Cferman 
Oazetle says wo will not conceal the opin- 
ion that tho dispatch of tUe British fleet 
to the Baltic whoiro many neutral interests 
might bo (vQ'ected would make the situation 
immeasurably more complicated.

Tho proeont uncertainty is so uiibearablo 
that the report was roceivod first ns arolliof . 
Peace or war with England hus como to 
be indiflfereut; but somothing definito is 
wanted. The Govornmont regards a sud- 
den outbreak as possible. All prepara- 
tions aro now boing made in view of an 
emergency. The fitting of a' fleet for 'tho 
Baltic is tho English "answer to the Rus- 
sians subscriptions for cruisers and the 
tromeudouB efforts of Russia to get to- 
gether a powerful lleet. Russia takes 
every opportunity to introduce America 
into hor menaces. Thuy S!iy they aro 
purchasing war ships and having steamers 
constructed for wor purposes in Amorican 
ports. A Russian Amorican expedition 
to cxamino tho Suez Canal is put forward 
by Russian diplomatists to annoy Eng- 
land; but the day for small manauivroa 
is over. 

London, April 29.— News from various 
capitals is very conflicting. A Rome 
dispatch contradicts the statement that 
Italy has asked England to statelier views 
and a Berlin dispatch reaffirms it ond 
says tho question is now boing repeated. 

A St. Potorsburg dispatch says Bis- 
marck has ooasod mediating, whilo re- 
ports from Vienna and Berlin state tho 
opposite positively. It is impossiblo to 
determine what is the foundation for the 
repeated declaration that Austria is about 
to occupy Bosnia. 
Austrian and Hnngarian ministers aro 
council at Viaano. It is stated that 
Count Andrassy is pressing for compro- 
mise. 

A Vienna dispatch says whatever 
measures of precaution tho Government 
may have resolved upon Russia is not o 
party to them. Austria is still free as to 
hor future movements. 

London, April 29.— Gon. Sir Alfred 
Hastings Horsford hae boon selected as 
commander of the socond army corps. 
A considerable proportion of tho first 
army corps is likely>to be dispatched; to 
Maltb in the bbiirsd of the cdming week, 
including a portion of tho guards. Many 
thousand .stond of Martini-Honry rifles 
are boing removed from the racks in the 
tower of London presumably for oq^uip- 
mont of reserves. Thero is groat activity 
at Portsmouth in preparing fittings for 
converting merchant. shipS; into armed 
cruisers. A m'annfacfcnrihg firm has re- 
ceived from tho admiralty an order for 
more than 100 wire torpedo nets for tho 
protection of ships from' attacks of tor- 
pedos, all nets to bo delivered during 
May. Immense quantities of shot and 
shell aro being issued from .Woolwich 
arsenal in all direotioua.
